The amendment filed 101/2004 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance and will not be entered because: The proposed amendment raises new issues 
that would require further consideration and/or search. 

The correction on the PEG matter just makes matters worse. As the claim would 
it, it has polyethyleneglycol-(PEG)-OC(0)ethyl, i.e. with 2 PEG groups. Suggested is the 
original claim text, just adding, "wherein PEG denotes polyethyleneglycolyP (note 
moiety ending of " . . .yP. 

The amendment would have taken care of points 3 and 4. The traverse on point 1 
is unpersuasive. The structure that applicants point to is the same one that the examiner 
refers to. That structure, as stated previously, is the Hydroxymethyl group, not 
Hydroxyethyl. But the claim has Hydroxyethyl, not Hydroxymethyl
